Re: Freedom of Information Act Request 

Dear FOIA Officer: 

I write on behalf of Americans for Prosperity (“AFP”), a 501(c)(4) nonpartisan 
organization that drives long-term solutions to the country’s biggest problems. 1 

According to the charter for the Export-Import Bank (“EXIM”), EXIM is required to 
conduct outreach with foreign export entities and international organizations to reduce the use of 
government subsidized export financing: “The Bank shall, in cooperation with the export financing 
instrumentalities of other governments, seek to minimize competition in government-supported 
export financing and shall, in cooperation with other appropriate United States Government 
agencies, seek to reach international agreements to reduce government subsidized export 
financing.” 2 The Gover nm ent Accountability Office notes that EXIM “under the leadership of the 
U.S. Treasury, participates in ongoing OECD negotiations to minimize export financing 
competition and reduce government export credit subsidies.” 

Pursuant to the Freedom of Information Act (“FOIA”), 5 U.S.C. § 552, AFP hereby 
requests all records evidencing EXIM’s attempts, with the assistance of the Department of 
Treasury (“Treasury”) to “reach international agreements to reduce government subsidized export 
financing” working with the U.S. Treasury. 3 This would include, but not be limited to: 

1. All internal communications regarding Treasury’s actions to assist EXIM “reduce 

government subsidized export financing.” 

2. All external communications, including but not limited to the following entities, regarding 

Treasury’s actions to assist EXIM “reduce government subsidized export financing.”

3. All records (memoranda, policy documents) regarding Treasury’s actions to assist EXIM 

to “reduce government subsidized export financing.” 

The time period for this request is January 1, 2015 to the present. 4 

For the purposes of this request, please omit daily news clippings or other mass mailings 
unless there is commentary related to them. For all items of this request, if the agency uncovers 
responsive email records, AFP’s request specifically seeks the entirety of any email chain, any 
portion of which contains an individual email message responsive to this request, i.e., the entire 
email chain is responsive. If the agency identifies responsive records that it deems outside its legal 
control (e.g., congressional records), AFP requests that the agency inform it that such records exist. 

Request for a Public Interest Fee Waiver 

AFP requests a waiver of any and all applicable fees. The FOIA and applicable regulations 
provide that the agency shall furnish requested records without or at reduced charge if “disclosure 
of the information is in the public interest because it is likely to contribute significantly to public 
understanding of the operations or activities of the government and is not primarily in the 
commercial interest of the requester.” 5 In this case, the requested records unquestionably shed 
light on the “operations or activities of the government” as they show whether or not EXIM is 
complying with its own charter. Responsive records will significantly contribute to public 
understanding because, to date, EXIM and Treasury has not provided evidence that is making 
efforts to reduce government export credit subsidies. 

AFP has both the intent and ability to make the results of this request available to a 
reasonably broad public audience through various media. Its staff has experience and expertise in 
producing analysis of government decision making and policy. These professionals will analyze 
the information responsive to this request, use their editorial skills to turn raw materials into a 
distinct work, and share the resulting analysis with the public, whether through the AFP’s regularly 
published online newsletter, blog posts, or press releases. 6 In addition, as AFP is a non-profit 
organization as defined under Section 501(c)(4) of the Internal Revenue Code, it has no 
commercial interest in making this request.

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Request to Be Classified as a Representative of the News Media 

As the D.C. Circuit recently held, the “representative of the news media” test is properly 
focused on the requestor, not the specific FOIA request at issue. 7 AFP satisfies this test because 
it gathers information of potential interest to a segment of the public, uses its editorial skills to turn 
raw materials into a distinct work, and distributes that work to an audience. Although it is not 
required by the statute, AFP gathers the news it regularly publishes from a variety of sources. It 
does not merely make raw information available to the public, but rather distributes distinct work 
products, including press releases, blog posts, policy briefs, newsletters, regulatory comments, 
coalition letters, letters to congress, and congressional testimony. 8 These distinct works are 
distributed to the public through various media, including AFP’s website, Twitter, and Facebook. 
AFP also provides news updates to subscribers via e-mail. 

The statutory definition of a “representative of the news media” contemplates that 
organizations such as AFP, which electronically disseminate information and publications via 
“alternative media[,] shall be considered to be news-media entities.” 9

In an effort to facilitate document review, please provide the responsive documents in 
electronic form in lieu of a paper production. If a certain portion of responsive records can be 
produced more readily, AFP requests that those records be produced first and the remaining 
records be produced on a rolling basis as circumstances permit.
